To the Editor of the Advocate. 


Sir: In common with 
the rest of 


civilized humanity 
my 
feelings are 


deeply stirred by the devastation and 
desolation that 
have overtaken the 


people of Belgium, and I hope that

Maple 
and spruce from Emope are used and 
this is secured In tin r>roleon mount- 
ains, in Turkey and Hungary. What 
are known as the pi 'tes,, the front and 
back ef the Instrum< nt, are then se- 
lected and matched, the perfection of 
the instrument deiJ< tiding upon 
the 


harmony of the 
Mbrations ot the 


wood. Bach violin i- a problem in it- 
self and all depends on the pitch of 
the plate. 
» 


The next consideration is the air 


space between the nlaies, the latter 
ha-ing to be so placed that the air 
space is of a suitabje size to har- 
monize with the tone pitch of the 
plate. 


This work 
of 
harmonizing the 


vibrations depends entirely upon the 
ear of the mak«r, but by a simple 
method, the constructor can tell of 
the perfection of his work, by sprink- 
ling a fine sand o^er the front plate 
of the instrument and if ttte vibra- 
tions are perfect the sand will form 
beautiful figures on the nodal lines. 


Another factor of important con- 


sideration is the selection and ap- 
plication of the tarnish. 
This is 


manufactured by Mr. Conway him- 
self.
